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Pf.  The  Foreign  Minister's  Talk  on  the  Fifth  Anniversary  of  the 
Outbreak  of  the  Chino  Incident  (July  7th). 

Since  today  Is  the  first  anniversary  or  the  China  Incident 
since  the  beginning  of  the  Greater  East  Asia  V'ar  and  narks  the 
fifth  year  since  the  outbreak  of  the  CHINA  Incident,  together 
with  reviewing  the  course  which  governed  by  the  Incident,  the 
Errplre  has  pursued,  I  would  like  t.o  express  my  views  on  the 
attitude  for  dealing  with  the  CHINA  Incident.’ 

The  traditional  foreign  nolicy  of  the  Enpire  is  to  establish 
peace  in  East  Asia  with  the  Empire  as  a  stablizing  force,  ^hereby 
contributing  to  vrrld  peace.  In  accordance  with  this  pcllcy,  the 
Enpire  desires  first  of  all,  through  Sino-Ja-anese  cooperation, 
to  realize  prosperity  in  East  \sia,  and  has  ir.ade  every  effort  to 
attain  fhis  objective.  After  the  Manchurian  Incident,  however, 
relations  between  the  two  countries  suddenly  deteriorated. 

Goaded  by  the  anti-Japanese  propaganda  of  the  Chinese,  untoward 
Incidents  broke  out  repeatedly,  and  it  seemed  that  the  establish- 
nent  of  friendly  relations  between  JAPAN  and  CHINA  would  not  be 
easy. 


The  LUKOTTCHIAn  Tncldent  broke  out  under  such  circumstances. 
In  spite  of  the  Empire's  policy  of  r.on-exnansion  of,  and  local 
settlement  of,  the  Incident,  CHINA  sent  the  Centra)  Army  to  +he 
north  and  assumed  a  defiant,  attitude.  Therefore,  we  adopted  an 
attitude  to  ccpe  with  this  and  aggravation  or  the  situation  be¬ 
came  unavoidable.  Furthermore,  at  thp  heginninp  of  Anpust  CHINA 
had  her  repular  Army  invade  SHANGHAI  and,  ipnorinp  advice  '‘rom 
countries  concerned,  made  an  attack  at  lnSt  on  the  Empire.  "'horo- 
f °re,  fhe  situation  assumed  serious  pr^port j ons ,  a  peneral  clash 
between  JAPAN  8r.d  CHINA  became  unavoidable,  and  +he  Err.rlre  was 
forced  to  take  decisive  measures.  However,  what  t*e  Empire 
desired  was,  topether  with  expecting  CHINA'S  reconsideration, 
nothing  but  the  realization  o°  peace  and  cooperation  vetwe^n* 
JAPAN,  MANCHDKTIO  and  CHINA.  This  spirit.,  as  announced  by  the 
Imperial  Government  at  that  time,  has  continued  until  now  to  be 
the  basic  policy  for  dealinp  with  the  CHINA  Incident. 

Notwithstanding  +-he  brilliant  war  success  of  the  Imperial 
Army,  the  CHIANG  KA.I-SHEK  Regime  vainly  continued  hostilities 
without  understanding  the  Empire's  true  intention.  Therefore,  in 
January  193o  The  Imperial  Government  announced  that  thereafter 
it  would  not  oppose  the  said  regime;  that  it  would  anticipate  the 
establishment  and  development  of  a  new  China  regime  v/orthv  of 
really  cooperating  with  the  Empire;  and  that  by  adjusting* with 
this  /new  regime/  diplomatic  relations  between’  JA FA"  and  CHINA,  it 
would  cooperate  in  the  establishment  of  a  new  CHINA. 
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Subsequently,  the  Imperial  Government,  after  extensively 
examininp  the  International  situation,  laid  down  the  policy  hat 
the  ultimate  objective  of  the  CHINA  Incident  is  to  establish  a 
new  order  which  will  secure  rerran^nt  stability  in  East  A.  J  ar.a 
that  what  the  Empire  nsVs  CHINA  is  simply  the  establishment 
0e  a  new  unified  Gov  rnr.er.t  vhVh  w ill  coo- era.  e  in  this.  'he 
su^s^ance  of  this  has  b^n  announced  *o  the  world  in  the  govern¬

flight  from  CHUNGKING,  he  devoted  himself  sel! -s  .cri  ficingly  to 
the  cause  of  peace  between  Javan  and  China,  aru  osta  ■>  isheo  a 
new  central  government  in  NANKING  on  3r  -'arch  iv.r.  The  Br.rire 
had  negotiated  with  the  National  Government  for  conclusion  of  a 
t.reatv  pertaininp  to  tve  basic  relations  between  Taran  and  China 
and  this  was  sirned  on  November  3°th .  Furthermore,  on  the  same 
dav.  the  io^nt  tripartite  declaration  or  Javan,  ? anchukuo,  and 
Chinn  was  issued;  consequently,  the  National  Government  war  re¬ 
cognized  as  CHINA’S  lawful  povernment  by  both  Japan  and  »nchukuo, 
and  at  the  same  time  the  problem  of  r-comnition  of  Manchukuo  was 
also  settled.

Nevertheless,  tbr  United  Stages,  Britain,  and.  other  countries, 
that  **or  a  century  have  had  their  own  wav  in  their  aspirations  ro 
invade  East  Asia,  insisted  that  they  could  nor.  recognize  Japan's 
riphts  as  n  belligerent,  since  ther»  was  no  declaration  oh  war 
between  Jar  an  and  Chine,  ar.d  that  they  could  rot  ap  r^e  even  to 
those  measures  based  on  Japanese  military  necessity,  '’or  they  bad 
extraterritorial  rirbts  in  Chin'1.  Thus,  they  no*"  only  adopted 
the  attitude  or  neglecting  the  solemn  fact  that  Japan  was  carrying 
on  large-scale  military  operations  under  their  very  ryes,  but  also 
supported  and  incited  the  CEJAHC  regime  to  make  desperate  efforts 
at  continuing  resistance  against  Japan;  there  was  nothing  they  d?d 
not  do  to  obstruct  tbe  settlement  of  tbe  Tneident.  In  the  mean 
time,  the  Empire  v/as  trying  to  solve  the  various  kinds  of  liaison 
problems  and  endeavoring  to  enlighten  them  with  nr.  extremely  fair 
attitude.  At  last,  however,  the  United  States  recklessly 
abrogated  the  Jnrenese-AmerJcan  Treaty  'f  Commerce  and  Navigation 
in  1939,  and  oper.iv  made  plain  her  attitude  of’  economic  pressure 
against  Japan.  Moreover,  as  soon  as  the  Imperial  Army  penetrated 
port  of  southern  French  Indo-Chlna  Inst  July  in  accordance  v/Jth 
the  agreement  with  the  French  Government ,  .she,  followed  by  Britain, 
carried  out  the  Freezing  of  Japanese  assets;  thus  she  launched 
unon  economic  war  in  feet  as  well  as  in  nemo. 

"he  Imperial  Government  strongly  reouested  that  England  and 
America  reconsider  their  abovementioned  misconduct ,  and  at  the 
same  time  has  carried  on  negotiations  sine*1  the  leginning  of  last 
year  through  Ambassador  NnI!TTA  in  order  to  rumc-cy  A’' ’PICA's  lack 
of  undorstnndi  up  In  Nov  m her  Ambassador  FfJFMTf  v«s  specially 
dispatched ,  However,  irmitc  of  exhaust  _•  n*»  o  it  efforts,  both 
countries  adhered  to  their  erroneous  v:  r.vn,  r:«dr  lirrt  cf  the 
Empire's  merits,  and  on  November  -  the  ame-ican  Government 
even  dispatched  a  reriy  which  sloped  as  i  ■'  j  *  intended  to  restore 
the  situation  in  FAST  AS  Ik  t  e  t;,u  o**  before  -v-  .‘fANCJTT3IAN 
INCIDENT,  thereby  ccj  Irina  the  Empire  at  Insc  T u  take  up  arms 
against  4h.e  two  countries,  ns  already  made  public  rMv,t  a^r <•  r  the 
commencement  cf  hosr.i! i1 ics.

As  regards  the  present  condition  o  +ne  n  u  -  I- g 
repine  on  the  ether  hand,  no  matter  how  much  it  talks  of  resist¬ 
ance,  the  cuttir.e  of  the  /sj^cly/  roue:  to  CHUNG  has  had  » 
serious  effect  on  its  surr-Iy  c/‘  rreds:  it  finds  itself  in 
financial  difficulties  resulting  in  overissue  and  slump  of  the 
Chinese  currency,  end  the  Anglo  -Arne r icon  loan  only  encourages 
inflation  of  currency  now  when  there  is  no  means  for  the 
transportation  of  poods.
